VOICE OFJREYLOCK 


An 
Allegorical 
Sermon 


Preached to the Children 


byRev.W.L. Tenney. 


LESSON IN BERKSHIRE BEAUTIES 


How the Voice of the Bellows Pipe and 


the Grandeur of Old Greylock May 


Inspire to a Noble Life. 


Beautiful Word Picturing. 


I hare been told that one wbo for eight 


years was the pastor of this church, once 
said that while he had learned much from 
the different teachers who had been {riven 
him, one teacher had taught him more 
than all others, and that teacher was the 
mountain in which we all rejoice as the 
highest of the Berkshire range and the 
highest in our state,—"Old Grey loci:." 
How many of you have ever thought of 
Greylock as your teacher? 


Yet, if we will but alt at his feet, here In 


this valley, and try to learn the lessons 
which he would teach us, I suspect that 
all of us will gladly agree with Dr. 
Munger, and acknowledge that to Grey- 
lock we owe more than to any human 
teacher. 


We may learn something from the first 


dwellers in this valley, the Indians. They 
believed that Greylock was the abode of 
spirits and doubtless the weird sound of 
what we familiarly call the "Bellow's 
Pipe," to them was the voice of the great 
spirit which dwelled within the mountain. 


The cutting away of the forests from 


the sides of Greylook,—sad and cruel des- 
ecration which we hope may forever cease 
when, as a park, Greylock is permitted 
again to wear his proper garb,—has pre- 
vented us from hearing this voice of the 
mountain as frequently as did they. But 
even to us who live in this day in which 
the common-place is enthroned,—this 
day when Qreylook is to some merel? a 
source of supply of wood for our brick 
yards aad lime for our lime kilns, or 
money for those who drive the tourists 
up its sides, Greylock has a voice which is 
teaching many a lesson to the listening 
ear. Not like that chord whloh came as 
an inspiration to the player who was dream 
ily seated by the organ and theu was 
heard no more, is the cadence which we 
hear. The baby catches the sound, and 
stops in the midst of his play, perhaps in 
fear. The youth hears it, and determines 
that he will climb the mountain sides un- 
til he comes to the source of the voice. 


The busy man listens, and for a moment 


forgets the clanging of |ttie metal wheels 
about him and finds his soul attuned to 
the music of the eternities. 


The old man listens, and for a moment 


dreams that he is a boy again, for is not 
the note the same as that which Prat 
aroused his boyish curiosity? 


The sound of the looms drowna the 


voice of the running water. The crowded 
tenement takes the place of the beautiful 
greenwood. 


The mansion of ease and luxury riaes 


where once wae the rude wigwam. 


But still, from time to time, by infancy, 


youth, manhood and old age, is heard 
the I changeless, soulful voice of 
the 


mountain. 


Shall I tell you the story of a boy who 


might have lived in this beautiful Berk- 
shire valley? He had heard the Indian 
tradition, that Greylock was haunted. 
He, as a baby, had trembled at the voice 
of the mountain. There was something 
about this voice which seemed to have a 
meaning for him. He loved to search for 
the wild flowers on the sides of the moun- 
tain. From the valley he loved to look 
up to the placid heights, and the chang- 
ing (seasons unfolded for him a panorama 
of strange beauty as the pure white of 
winter gave way to the o hanging and 
blending shades of green in spring and 
summer and the glorious garb of brown 
and crimson in the antnmu. 


Greylock seemed a friend to him. A 


fr«id to whom he said good morning 
as he first looked out of the window after 
a night of sltiep. A friend to whom be 
softly whispered good night as he gazed 
upon the beauty which by the m ODD light 
seemed enchanted. A friend who some- 
times awakened him by his voice upon a 


stormy night and said to Mm, "though all 
Is dark and th* wind* so fiercely blowing 
are bending the tree* and shaking the 
house in whloh yon live, still I am here." 
And hearing the voice, the child, in rest- 
ful confidence fell asleep. 


At last, there came a time when the 


voice of Greylock seemed to gain dis- 
tinctness and to his wonder and bia joy, 
the sound which to other* was bat the 
"Bellows Pipe," to him, became Intellig- 
ible, loving and tender. 


He found that In heeding this voice, 


while to others there was no change, to 
him it came to have a meaning (more 
thrilling and attractive as the days passed 
by. , 


Shall I tell yon what the voice told him ? 
It told him to be true—"I stand, the 


monarch 
of the 
Berkahirea 
when 


once I was the lowest place in the bottom 
of a grett ocean. The strength of the 
solid rock is mine. Be true my child,— 
the fal*e, the selfish, the ignoble shall 
pass away and take their place in the 
lowest depths but truth shall rise from 
the depths into the pure heights of noble 
aspiration and purity where it may se- 
renely abide." 


Looking up from the tenement in which 


he lived, the hoy replied, "Teach me, 
good friend, and I will strive to be true." 
And the answer came, ''Only listen for 
my voice, and you shall learn." 


Faithfully did he listen. Honestly did 


he try to learn. The best which came 
into his life, he tried to retain; the evil 
he endeavored to drive out. In bis studies 
he was honest and diligent. At home he 
was thoughtful and obedient. On the 
play ground he was manly, the happiest 
boy because he was the truest. He. felt 
that he had a best self and this self he 
honored and earnestly tried to serve. 


There came a time in hia life, when 


growing older, anxieties which he had 
not known before, crowded in upon him. 


How in the disturbed condition of the 


industrial world was he to gain a liveli- 
hood? How, In his poverty, was he to 
receive the education for which, he 
longed? How. when he had a home, 
was he to give to wife and children the 
happiness and the opportunity which he 
coveted for them ? From time to time, 
he listened and ever the voice had a mes- 
sage of hope for him through which he 
took new courage. "From my sides," 
aaid the voice, "comes the fertility of the 
valley. I turn into the stream the water 
which, moves the machinery. 
Within 


mountains whloh have appeared bleaker 
than I, men by digging have found silver 
and gold, iron and fuel. Within me, there 
are precious jewels, which the diligent 
seeker snail yet find." 


And thus the youth waa ever hopeful. 


He had not the help which comes from 
wealth and position but hia character was 
true and his faithfulness became unto Lira 
a, source ot happiness and a means of 
support. 


By the right use of his leisure time he 


became a man of culture, whose opinion 
was valued in all which had to do with 
the welfare of his city. He gave himself 
to all who had been given to him, and 
they responded to the touch of hie brave 
spirit. 


As he entered upon life his heart was 


often grieved by the evila which he found 
in life. Men were the victim* of drink, 
so many were unhappy through' ignor- 
ance, poverty and sin! Ha listened and 
the voice said,"I have been to yon in your 
need a friend because I loved you. Love 
those who are about yon. 
The greater 


their need, the greater their unresponsive- 
ness,so let your lore be the greater." And 
inspired by the love which had been re- 
vealed to him, our hero, as a youth and as 
a man learned the happiness of living, 
feond that love could overcome all obsta- 
cles, that love increased as it was given 
forth. 


I have aaid that this was the story of a 


boy who might have lived in this valley t 
Do you not see that my parable is true,? 
As the mountain is about us and we from 
time to time hear its voice: So God is near 
to every one of us and his voice is the 
voice of a loving teacher and friend to 
every one who but listens and heeds. 


This parable may be true of you and 


true of me as we are tone to all of his in- 
spiring suggestion* and reverence oar best 
selves; as we tako new courage because we 
are in his world,—as we strive to bring to 
bear upon every obstacle a part of that 
love which he has shown to us. 


May our ears ever be att*nt to catch the 


words of our father who speaks to us in

Church Last Year. 


REPORT OF ITS ANNUAL MEETING 


The Various Branches Show a Good 


Record for the Year. Much Char- 


itable, Religious and Helpful 


Work Accomplished. 


The sixth annual meeting of the Wom- 


an's association of the Congregational 
church was held Tuesday evening in the 
cimpel. The president of the association, 
Mrs. George W, Chose presided. 


Miss Harriet Benton was elected secre- 


tary and treasurer to succeed Mrs. C. H. 
Cutting, and the election of a president 
was referred to the executive committee.

years very acceptably and was tendered a 
rising vote of thanks for her efficient and 
faithful work. 


About 70 members of the association 


were present and the meet] ag was one of 
much interest to all. It wa& opened with 
a hymn, fallowed with prayer by the 
president, Mrs. Cha*e. The reports of the 
different working organizations of the 
church were then submitted, Mrs. Cut- 
ting, the secretary and treasurer, was un- 
able to be present on account of illness 
and her report was read by yrq. J. C. 
Goodrich, 


Miss Allie "XV. Porter read the report of 


the Foreign Missionary society, which 
showed that $257.80 had been raised dur- 
ing the year tor mission work in heathen 
lands. 


Miss Benton read the report of Mrs. W, 


W, Richmond, president of the society of 
Christians at Work. 
Tfiis society has 


three deprrttnentu. It has a district com- 
mittee in charge of 36 districts, each dis- 
trict having a member to report cases of 
sickness and death, and all persons com- 
ing to or leaving the city. 
The work of 


this committee ieinvaluable to the pastor. 
The committee also takes charge of the 
various prayer meetings of the association 
and sees that flowers are provided for the 
church at suitable times, as on Christmas, 
Easter, etc., and that flowers and other 
comforts are sent to the sick. 


The report of tfi« sewing society was 


read uy Mrs. T. J. Putnam. 
It showed 


that the net receipts from the annual 
Easter sale were $525.47. This enabled the 
ladies to pay the balance of the debt of 
$5,000 which they assumed when the 
chapel was built and leaves $300 in the 
treasury. 


Mrs. Andrew W. Hunter read the re- 


port of the junior circle of King's Daugh- 
ters. It showed that many little things 
had been done dnring the year for the 
poor and something for the Grand Army 
and the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion, which received fo eaoh from the 
circle. Mrs. Hunter proposed that the 
junior circle unite with the senior circle 
of the King's Daughters, and that girls 
over 12 years of age be eligible to mem- 
bership^ 


Mrs. E. A. Me Mill in reported for the 


senior circle of King's Daughters and told 
what they had done during the year. She 
seconded the proposition that the junior 
circle uulte with the senior circle, and 
said the King's Daughters would care for 
the youne children of mothers desiring 
to attend church if the latter would bring 
them and leave them iu the church par- 
lors during the hours of service. The con- 
solidation of the two circles will be ef- 
fected in September. 


Mrs. D. A. Anderson reported a success- 


ful year's work of the Home Missionary 
society and invited all present to join it, 
and to come and hear the report from the 
annual meeting held last week in Sara- 
toga at the next prayer meeting. 


The report for the Foreign Missionary 


society showed that f50 had been sent to 
Mies Brewer, a former teacher in the pub- 
lic schools of this city and now a mission- 
ary in Armenia; also $62.34 was sent to 
the famine sufferers in India. 


The report of the relief committee was 


rendered by Mrs. O. J, Brown, its chair- 
man. It showed that 153 new garments 
were made for the poor during the year, 
and also that there had been very gener- 
ous donations of partly worn garments 
and a large number uf shoes from manu- 
facturers and dealers, all ot which were 
judiciously distributed. The work of the 
year in this department was very success- 
ful. 


The Woman's association embraces all 


the women's and girls' organizations in 
the church and is doing a noble, philan- 
thropic, charitable and Christian work, 
as is shown by the brief outline of its do- 
ings for the past year as given above. It 
is worth something to live in a country 
and city blessed by the ministration of 
such organizations as these.
